Alabama anglers who land a 
“whopper” freshwater fish will 
soon be recognized by the 
Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources under a 
hew program that went into 
effect January 1. 

The Fisheries Section of the 
Wildlife and. Freshwater 
Hisheries biveton Gl evel te 
Angler Recognition Program, 
which will highlight — the 
achievements of freshwater 
fishermen, as well as maintain 
records in three categories — the 
state’s 43 reservoirs, 20 state 
public fishing lakes and private 
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ponds. 
—Cook said the expanded 
records program will start with 
black bass (largemouth, small- 
mouth, spotted and redeye) with 
the intent to include other 
species later. 

The good news for anglers is 
that there is more'to the program 
than records. Anglers can be 
recognized for catching a cer- 
tain size fish. The size of the fish 
will determine whether the 
angler receives a Master or 
Trophy designation. Plus, the 
Master and Trophy recognition 
won't be limited to black bass, It 
will also include black and 
white crappie; striped, white and 
hybrid bass; blue, channel and 
flathead catfish; redear and 
bluegill sunfish; walleye and 
sauger. 

Damon Abernethy, the reser- 
voir management biologist in 
charge of the program, said the 
achievement levels could be dif- 
ferent for each body of water. 

For the Master and Trophy 
certifications, an application 
form must be filled out and 
returned to Abernethy, 


Applications will be available 
online at www.outdooralaba- 
ma.com, at all WFF district 
offices and many sporting goods 
stores. 

All fish must be caught from 
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- of high enough quality to deter- 


mine which species it is. 
Anglers are also urged to 
include a second photo of the 
angler with fish to be posted on 
outdooralabama.com. A photo- 
copy of the angler’s fishing 
license, where applicable, must 

For the Master. and Trophy 
certification, fish may also be 
presented for recognition by 
length for those anglers who 
prefer to catch and release. “The 
lengths will correspond with 
weights,” Abernethy said. “For 
instance, an eight-pound bass is 
23 inches and a 10-pounder is 
25 inches for largemouths.” 

In the lake records category, 
private ponds will be one cate- 
gory while each of the 43 reser- 
voirs and 20 state public fishing 
lakes will be separate. The 
application process for lake 
records is also considerably 
more stringent. Lake records 
must meet either the Master or 
Trophy designation for a partic- 
ular body of water. Fish submit- 
ted for a lake record must be 
verified by a fisheries biologist 
and the application must be 
notarized, 

Line-class records recognized 
by the International Game Fish 
Association (IGFA) will be 
accepted, but an application 
must still be submitted for each 
fish. 

Anglers whose applications 
are approved will receive cer- 
tificates suitable for framing as 
well as decals for their boat or 
truck. Each angler will be recog- 
nized in the B.A.T. (Bass 
Anglers Information Team)

AH aspects of firearm safety are covered, from loading and unload- 

ing firearms to safe carry positions of a firearm. Adults who attend 
the course with youngsters usually enjoy the course as much as the 
youngsters. After all, adults need to know that what they are teach- 
ing a beginner about firearm safety is correct, Complete the Hunter 
Safety course with a youngster and you will both leave a more 


* knowledgeable outdoor person. 


Firearms may cause more fatal accidents, but tree stand accidents 
now cause more injuries than firearms. Tree stands are excellent 
hunting tools that provide deer hunters with a better'viewing area 
and allow them to get above the normal scent line of a deer. 

Tree stands are not all alike and particular attention should be 
paid to the directions on how to set up and climb your new stand. 
Inspect it to make sure all bolts and retainers are included and you 
know where to place them. 

Recipients of a new tree stand should attach the new stand to a 
tree and practice going up and down just a few feet above the 
ground until you are thoroughly familiar with the stand and feel 
confident enough to climb. Most tree stand accidents occur when 
ascending or descending the tree. A safety belt or harness will help 
prevent injuries from falls. Attach a climbing stand only to a tree of 
adequate diameter and avoid trees with very smooth bark as the 
climber may have a tendency to slip on such a tree. 

Hunters often make the mistake of climbing with a firearm or bow 
slung across their back. This is inviting a more serious injury if one 
falls on their firearm or bow. Raising and lowering an unloaded 
firearm or bow with a small rope is the preferred method rather than 
trying to climb with the firearm or bow. 

Arrows are another health risk that is often overlooked, Modern 
arrows are sharper than the razor that granddad used to shave with. 
Every year some one cuts themselves severely with a broad head. 
Arrow quivers should hold the’ asrows firmly and cover the broad 
head enough to prevent an accidental cut. 

Receiving outdoor gear for Christmas is always exciting, but we 
need to remember that some gifts can be dangerous when not used 
correctly.

Large antlers in male white- 
tailed deer are one of the natural 
world’s most revered structures. 
For the most part, large antlers 
are viewed within the context of 
human understanding. What 


then, is their significance when -

One study may begin 
to shed some light on the signif- 
icance of large antlers from a 
white-tail’s point of view. 

The major histocompatability 
complex (MHC) is a grouping 
of genes closely related to the 
immune system in all vertebrate 
animals. Its relationship to the 
immune system is rooted in its 
important role in recognizing 
and responding to pathogens 
that enter the body. 

A wide variety’ of data was 
collected from 128 hunter har-
